Even though retirement
pay and compensation can-
not be paid at the same
time, the veteran has the
right to elect whichever ben-
efit is greater and may
switgh from one benefit to
the other whenever it is to
his advantage to do so. If
he waives his retirement pay
and elects to receive VA
disability compensation, he
is still elegible for all basic
retirement benefits such as
commissary privileges and
dependent medical care

Severly disabled enlisted
men generally will receive
greater financial benefit by
electing VA compensation
rather than retirement pay,
and there are other bene-
fits which retired disabled
veterans who have not filed
for VA compensation should
consider, Webster pointed
out,
